Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United Stales. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United Stales before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international ^plication by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



7. Claims 1-5, 9-11, and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kiyama et al., U.S. Patent Application US 2005/0157599. 

A) As to claims 1, 9, and 15, Kiyama et al. discloses the invention as claimed. There is a 
method for updating first data that has an associated first index on a disk storage medium 
(see Abstract and T| 179 & 180) and storing second data and a second index that updates 
the first data on the storage medium (see Abstract and \ 247 & 248). As for the signal 
processing device and writing device, BCiyama et al. teaches these elements (see Fig 1). 
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B) As to claims 2, 10, and 16, the storage medium can be an optical, rewritable disk with 
a limited number of storage cycles (see Tl 320). 

C) As to claims 3 and 17, the second index can be stored close to the first index (see 
250). 

D) As to claims 4 and 18, the system of Kiyama et al. does store the data sequentially 
(seen 154). 

E) As to claims 5 and 1 1 , Kiyama et al. does not limit the number of updates that can 
occur, thus there can be a new third data and new third index (see T| 247 & 248). 



Allowable Claims 

8. Claims 6-8 and 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
